violent attack on Bernard Baruch, 
Felix Frankfurter and the late! 
Samuel Untermyer (founder of the 
Anti-Nazi League) and declare that 
as a result of the machinations of 
these and other gentlemen “the 
iron hand of World Control is fast 
being closed upon American agri- 
culture, labor and industry." This 
organization incidentally is en- 
gaged in wide distribution of 
propaganda material inserted into 
the Congressional Record by the 
late Congressman Louis T. McFad- 
den, who undertook to popularize 
the lie that British secret organiza- 
tions were attempting to dominate 
American politics. 

“Don’t Stab Our Boys in the 
Back" is the full-page head of a 
leaflet being distributed by “Ameri- 
can Mothers” of 15500 Piedmont 
Avenue, Detroit, Michigan. These 
“mothers”, who seem to have fallen 
under the sway of Col. McCormick’s 
Chicago Tribune editorials, then go 
on to “warn” their followers 
against Cecil Rhodes’ plot “for 
the purpose of reuniting the United 
States with Great Britain and 
bringing the world under British 
rule." After a long anti-British 
tirade, and some vague references 
to George Washington, Thomas 
Jefferson and Abraham Lincoln, 
the leaflet concludes: 

. “ Let not sacrifice America to 
international educators and poli- 
ticians." 

The League has secured 
several copies of this leaflet, now 
being distributed amongst neigh- 
borhood organizations of women in 
•New,. York City, where the “Ameri- 
can Mothers” are apparently at- 
tempting to set up new units, in 
connection with their Detroit 
parent organization. 

It is unnecessary again to remind 
our readers of the continued propa- 
ganda of Mrs. Elizabeth Dilling’s 
so-called “Patriotic Research 
Bureau” and the other members of 
he crackpot fringe” now under 
indictment. These are known and 
labelled as “propagandists.” They 
must be punished, but the public 
knowledge of what they are is 
probably sufficient to discount 
much of their present effort. Some 
of them nevertheless, like Maiy L. 
McCaEferty, of Miami, Florida, 
who regularly receives and dis- 
tributes large bundles of Mrs. 
Dilling’s “Research Bulletins,” are 
able to find fairly extensive means 
to disseminate their propaganda. 
The League has, it is perhaps 
pertinent to observe, recently re- 
ceived alarming samples of a num- 
ber of subversive publications 
mysteriously left in considex-able 
quantities at USO canteens near 
large Army establishments in 
Florida. 

.The “mothers” organizations, 
however, are in quite a different 
category, and there is a real pos- 
sibility of their flaring up into a 
1944 “America First” movement 
based within women’s clubs and 
ladies’ aid societies over the coun- 
try, wherever well-intentioned peo- 
ple can be mislead by clever propa- 
gandists. 

These misnamed “mothers” 
groups already have representation 
in Washington, where Mrs. Agnes 
Waters regulai-ly appears-^-before 
Congfe'ssional Committees, gen- 
erally describing herself as “legis- 
lative representative” of the 
“Crusading Mothers” and the “Na- 
tional Blue Star Mothers.” Mrs. 
Waters is apparently convinced, 
•despite the news from the front, 
that Hitler is going to win, and 
declares in one of her news 
releases that “a delayed negotiated

peace with the German people at 
this time can only give the ad- 
vantage of more time to Hitler to 
complete the mopping-up of all 
Europe.” 

“Peace Now” Active 

In possibly more idealistic circles 
the “Pea ce Now” Movement was 
lately •Howrig'ITffi'g. Essentially a 
women’s organization, this move- 
ment is operated by a politically- 
experienced lady who is proud of 
the fact that she used to work in 
the office of Congresswom an Jean- 
netJ;_e__Rankin (voting record 100% 
isolationist) and after Miss Ran- 
kin's retirement, in the office of 
Congressman He nry Dwo rshak of 
Idaho (voting “record also*T00% 
isolationist). This same young 
woman, Miss Bessie Simon, also 
admits to having^served’Tfff' a time 
as office manager of the America 
First Co mmit tee at its Washing- 
ton, D'HS., branch. “Peace Now” is 
careful to eschew “isolationism” as 
such and poses as an idealistic 
movement seeking a merciful end 
to warfare. Yet, strangely enough, 
they were lately engaged in trying 
to gather up the old mailing lists 
of the America First organization 
in all parts of the country, in am 
attempt to revivify that move- 
ment. 

Going a little further up the 
social ladder, and looking amongst 
the social registerites, we find the 
“American Women against Com- 
munism-,” hea ded by 'tKe*IndbnTitable 
Mrs. A. Cressy Morrison, still going 
strong, at -5 2- Vanderbilt Avenue, 
New York City. Mrs. Morrison’s 
organization, which was in the 
financial doldrums last Spring 
(when Gerald Smith’s friends want- 
ed to buy it up as a branch of his 
“America First” Party) now seems 
to be thoroughly rejuvenated and is 
doing a yeoman’s job in distribut- 
ing copies of Congressman Ho ff - 
man/s pro-app£a-sementf'*speeches. 
or m getting speakers before 
groups of socially “respectable” 
women who have no better use for 
their time, and whom it is possible 
to frighten into suspicion of our 
Russian allies and distrust of our 
Commander-in-Chief, even at this 
late stage in the war. 

Uses Nazi Line 

Mrs. Morrison’s organization, too, 
has somehow escaped indictment, 
but we doubt whether she would 
receive much applause, even in the 
most reactionary circles, if her j 
publicity material were to reprint j 
today the generous praise which 
her organization received in the 
official Nazi “World Service” news 
releases issued~fhbm-’'-’Brftrrt, Ger- 
many, long before Pearl Harbor. 
Said this organ of the Nazi Party, 
in its release to its English 
language collaborators in America: 

“The American Women against 
Communism, Inc., is an American 
women’s organization which is 
worthy of every support. . . . 
address. . . . is: Room 814, 52 
Vanderbilt Avenue, New York.” 
Then follows a price list of Nazi 
propaganda publications available 
from the “World Service” book- 
shop at Erfurt, Germany. The 
stubborn isolationism of these peo- 
ple and their devotion to the lines 
of appeasement is so deeply rooted 
that even today they try to keep 
alive the ancient red herring of 
Stalinophobia to poison the minds 
of Americans against our fighting 
allies at this critical hour, and to 
drive the United States toward the 
disgrace of a “negotiated peace” 
with the Nazis. ‘ 

Danger Is Real 
Space prohibits our making any- 
thing like an adequate survey of 
these “mothers” groups and their 
pro-appeasement sister organiza- 
tions. Taken together, however, 
they represent a tremendous poten- 
tial danger in American life. Our

FB! NETSEIZES 1,318 
ENEMY ALIENS 

In the two years since Pearl 
Harbor, the FBI in the New' York 
area has rounded up 2,845 enemy 
aliens, of whom 1,318 have been in- 
terned, according to E. E. Conroy, 
agent in charge. 

Search of 10, STS premises in the 
city and in 11 adjacent counties 
also yielded 47l shortwave receiv- 
ing sets, two radio transmitters, 
1,124 cameras, 430 firearms, and 
15,5S9 rounds of ammunition.

30 individuals, charging them with 
conspiracy to undermine the mo- 
rale of the armed forces. Named 
were Winrod, Edmondson, Pelley, 
Viereck, and others. Nothing was 
done about this indictment. One ox- 
two of the defendants have gone to 
jail since then, but not for under- 
mining the morale of the armed 
forces or the civilian population. 
Mr. Pelley went to jail for selling 
worthless stock. While I am glad 
to see him in jail, he is still a legal- 
ly respectable person so far as his 
propagandizing is concerned. Mr 
Viereck is in jail but not for any 
of his major offenses — just for 
the technical offense of neglecting 
to report to the State Department 
with regard to the receipt of cer- 
tain funds from Germany. With 
these exceptions, most of the in- 
dictees “are still at large. No one 
has done anything seriously to em- 
barrass them. 

Many Long Waits 
“After a long time during which 
Mr. Biddle took no action, Mr. Ma- 
loney secured another indictment 
and the list was increased to 33. 
Then another year passed and 
nothing was done and on the 4th 
of last month, Mr. Rogge got 'a 
new set of indictments again. Now 
a month has passed and we cannot 
get any word out of Mr. Biddle or 
Mr. Rogge as to when, if or how 
these new indictments are to be 
disposed of. I aip not saying that 
they are to go the way of pre- 
ceding indictments, but we have 
no reason to suppose that they 
won’t. These trials are - of major 
importance not because of the in- 
dividuals concerned, but because 
of the fact they decide certain pub- 
lic issues which otherwise are not 
apt to get decided at all. On the 
one hand, the fate of these sedi- 
tionists will serve to show a bound- 
ary beyond which an editor will 
not be able to go, beyond which a 
political speaker will not be able 
to go, without placing himself in 
the class of people who are labelled 
as the enemies of our country. The 
columns of the Chicago Tribune 
and Daily News have become al- 
most as bad as the columns in the 
subvei-sive publications of Court

columns of the Tribune and News 
will get worse and worse as mat- 
ters now stand unless some kind 
of line can be di-awn in the minds 
of the public as to where disloyalty 
to America begins. The disposal of 
these cases is the only avenue 
available to us for drawing such 
a line. Another important reason 
is that, the fate of these cases 
will serve as a measure of the po- 
litical pressure which isolationists, 
“negotiated peace” and “Business- 
with-Hitler” people ax-e able to ex- 
ei-t on the American government. 
That is the vital consideration as 
we approach the end of the war. 
It takes quite a lot of letters from 
ox-dinary people to overcome that 
kind of pressure. The defendants 
in these cases have not been par- 
ticu’arly scared by their orig- 
inal indictment, nor by the second, 
nor by the third. On the contrary, 
most of them have prospered and 
are publishing their magazines 
and news letters even more fre- 
quently than before. 

U. S. Must Act 

“It is urgently necessary that we 
get the Depax-tment of Justice to 
act on these cases. I urge organiza- 
tions to- take several steps. Write 
to your Congressmen and Sen- 
ators, demanding that they inform 
you at once as to what is going 
to be done with these cases and 
as to how soon Smythe, Dilling and 
Company will be on the way to jail. 
If you write such lettex-s, your Con- 
gressmen will have to provide some 
kind of sensible answer. They have . 
to go to the Dept, of Justice and 
ask Mr. Biddle or Mr. Rogge what 
it’s all about. Then, if the reply is 
not satisfactory, the Congressmen 
ax-e in a position to get up on the 
floor and ask for action. Our prob- 
lem is to put pressure on the Con- 
gressmen to get this action. You 
should- also appoint a committee 
to see your Congressmen in per- 
son. Advise your individual mem- 
ber's to wx-ite letters in support of 
your organizational action. We 
have to stir up a popular demand 
for action here. Your publications 
ought to carry advice along these 
same lines to your readers.”

Soldslein Makes 
Strong Plea For 
Wide Democracy 

Minority Groups Need Not 
Suffer Handicaps Is 
Laivyer’s Viezo 

That a need for increasing the 
democracy we possess must super- 
sede the idea of preserving the 
status quo in American political 
thought was stressed before a 
recent meeting of the Council of 
IVaternal and Benevolent Organiza- 
tions of the Anti-Nazi League at 
the Hotel Commodore, by Julius 
L. Goldstein, Chairman of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee of the League. 
Mr. Goldstein said: 

"When I try to analyze rthe 
nature of anti-Semitism as a baro- 
meter of world unrest, I realize 
that if I do not have the basic 
right to live in an organized 
society and if my right to live , is 
questioned because of my origin, 
then naturally, I have no field in 
which to exercise my own social 
impulses. 

Liberty Is Stake 
"All the institutions of learning, 
all the institutions of medical 
knowledge, all the benevolent in- 
stitutions erected throughout Euro- 
pean civilization are ground into 
dust overnight because there re- 
mains no basic political liberty; 
no basic right of the individual to 
live in the house of the world. 

"It is the mothers and youth who 
have the greatest stake in our work. 
The physical and mental nourish- 
ment which a mother gives to her 
child; the teaching- she gives him 
on how to behave among his fellow 
men are all idle and foolish 
gestures, unless she can look that 
• child in the eye and say to herself, 
with a fair degree of conviction- 
"My child, when he grows up, will 
not be tossed about like a piece of 
drift wood on the social ocean.” 
Democracy Our Heritage 
"When I went to public school 
I^was taught that along toward 
1776 certain brave spirits in the 
United States conceived that man 
was entitled to political equality, 
and that they gave their lives to 
make that possible. I was taught 
that, having given their lives, and 
made the sacrifice, they established 
the basic institutions of democracy- 
in the United States. We had a 
heritage. We inherited democracy. 
Of course, when a man inherits a 
lot of democracy, just as when a 
man inherits a lot of millions of 
dollars, he can take life easy. He 
doesn't have to work any more. He 
doesn’t have to earn any more. But 
just as unearned money spreads 
deterioration and devastation, so 
unearned “democracy” spreads 
deterioration and devastation. The 
other day I had a talk with a man 
who is quite a profound student of 
these conditions. You know what 
he said to me. He said: ‘The Jewish 
people remind me of so many oxen.' 

I thought I was going to hear an 
uncomplimentary remark about the 
Jewish people. But I asked, ‘why 
is that?' and he said: ‘Each ox 
stands up strong, beautiful, sleek 
in his own stall, and he has plenty 
of grain and he is well taken care 
of. Presently he sees a little man 
; in a white coat come in with a 
t little knife in his hand, who slits 
I the throat of an ox, and the other 
§ oxen stand by and shake their 
If 1 Heads and say, ‘he doesn’t mean 
If me!’ And pretty soon all the other 
p ' oxen are slaughtered.' 

Need More Democracy 
“That analogy, to my mind, is 
| perfect. None of you has the moral 
H right to depend upon what an or- 
ganization is doing or what the 
M next individual is doing. You don't 
v have the moral right to say that 
| .‘the government will preserve your 
§1 rights.’ You don’t have the moral 
|i’.. right to depend upon any one but

Schaefer, who was an ardent 
follower of the old “America First” 
front for the Axis, and who was at 
the now historic Madison Square 
Garden rally along with Joe McWil- 
liams and his anti-semitic hench- 
men, said in New York on Dec. 
14th: 

“I was very much in sympathy 
with the America First Com- 
mittee. It Jiad a real American 
view and was unfairly smeared.” 

Schaefer’, as might be expected,

“As We Go Marching On” is a 
misnomer for this book. A better 
title would have been: “John Flynn 
Stands Still.” 

With the “You-can-do-business- 
with-Hitlex--now” crowd getting 
more and more vocal, we had been 
expecting to hear from Mr. John 
Flynn, fox-mer executive chairman 
of the New York Chapter of the 
defunct America First Committee, 
even ei-e this, and we welcome his 
book because we have always been 
anxious to see just what made Mr. 
Flynxx get that way. 

F. D. R. Phobia 

The cover blux-b defines the sub- 
ject matter of this book: “In what 
direction is America going? Fas- 
cist or red? What is. fascism?” 
Mx\ Flynn attempts to answer these 
questions by an analysis of the 
recent history of Italy, Germany 
and the United States, considered 
in three separate sections of his 
book. Throughout the first two sec- 
tions, however, there is a constant 
attempt to draw pax-allels between 
developments under Mussolini and 
Hitler, and developments in oux 
own country. 

i Mr. Flynn apparently commenced 
his book with the assumption that 
the best way to dispose- of Mr. 
Roosevelt — whom he does not like 
— would be to bracket him with 
Herr Hitler and Signor Mussolini, 
and then try to label all these as 
“fascists.” The result is a perfectly 
beautiful illustration of the fallac; 
of reasoning from the conclusion 
to the premise. (Outside of a bool 
written- about twenty years ago. by 
a man who wanted to px-ove tha - 
the eax-th was flat and buttresse. 
his arguments with some 500 page- 
of quotations from scientists, th< 
Scxiptux-es and philosophers, w< 
have seen no better illustration o 
this process of thinking in reserve ) 

Has Own ‘Fascism’ 

According to the Doubleday 
Doran blurb writer: "Some thin) 
fascism is just a new form o 
dictatorship. Others believe *tha 
the core of it is anti-Semitism. Stf’ 
others think it is all an organized 
form of international gangsterism 
formed to wage aggressive wars. 
Most people cannot erase from 
their minds when they think of 
this evil system, the images of 
Mussolini and Hitler, of marching 
black shix-ts, book-bux-ning, and 
hunting down opponents.” 

Mr. Flynn seems to have an en- 
tirely original definition of fascism. 
According to the Flynn reasoning, 
fascism is none of the above things. 
It is rather something which is 
created as the x-esult of a peculiar 
series of budgetary manipulations, 
including too extensive pubile bor- 
rowing and too much expenditux-e 
by the central govex-nment. In fact, 
on page 161, he finally gets around 
to listing his eight “critei-ia” of 
fascism, and six of these turn out 
to be purely fiscal criteria. 

“It Happens” a la Flynn 
When on page 245 the author 
asks “Can It Happen Hex-e?” 
(and by this time the reader is 
supposed to have assumed that 
“it” has already happened, on 
March 4, 1933) he lists six “ob- 
jectives” of the present administra- 
tion which “prove” it to be fascist. 
Without stopping to conti-ast this 
analysis of “objectives” with the 
opinion of less biased men than 
Mr. Flynn, it is sufficient to note 
his item No. 5: “To put the 
Comptroller General under the 
authority of the President instead 
of Congress.” The only recent ex- 
ample of such effort that we can 
recall occurred in connection with 
the Comptroller General’s effort to 



overrule the President’s directive 
requiring that war contractors 
promise not to discriminate against 
people becaixse of race or religion, 
as prerequisite to getting paid out 
of the Federal treasury. We think 
that most good Americans will 
agree that the President’s action 
in this matter, far fx'om being 
“fascistic,” struck or£e of the most 
resounding blows against the 
enemies of democracy. 

The basic trouble with Mr. 
Flynn’s book is that he has no 
clear idea as to what democracy is, 
and he quite obviously has no trust 
whatever in the ability of the peo- 
ple to govern themselves well. 

Flynn Fears Government 

He is continually arguing against 
every new use of power by the 
government and apparently as- 
sumes that any government which 
is given power will misuse it. One 
seax-clies in vain for any adequate 
exposure of the dictatorial part 
which the huge international 
cartels have played in ushering in 
fascism. Apparently the only con- 
centrations of power which Mr. 
Flynn feax-s are concentrations in 
the hands of the government, and 
with respect to this matter, lie is 
so distrustful of public agencies as 
even to criticise the Social Security 
Act as being, apparently, a trend 
toward fascism. (Had he written 
this book before the Russians 
stai-ted driving the Nazis back we 
have a suspicion that lie would 
have substituted “communism” in- 
stead of “fascism” ih a lot of 
places). 

Church Urimerition'ed 

With regai-d to fascism the clerk 
who wrote the blurb apparently 
had a better comprehension that 
Mr*. Flynn: One searches the pages 
of “As We Go Marching” in vain 
for any exposition of the terrible 
Nazi fallacy of the Kulturstadt, or 
of the Nazi persecution of the 
church. The word “Christianity” 
does not occur in the index al- 
though there is one reference to the 
Catholic Church, but on referring 
to the page indicated, one finds that 
even that is only a passing men- 
tion. Apparently Herr Goebbels* 
dishonoring of priests and im- 
prisonment of Pastor Niemoller 
and his brethem were such minor 
incidents in compax-ison with the 
planning of the Reich budget, as 
not to merit the attention of a 
busy man like Flynn. 

Likewise with the treatment of 
the Jews, which nowhere in the 
book is discussed except incidentally 
to other affairs. “We are not fight- 
ing fascism when we fight anti- 
Semitism. They are quite different 
evils, though they may be found 
together,” says Mx*. Flynn in his 
signed preface. A man who had 
ever understood fascism by suffer- 
ing under it could not be guilty of 
such a mistake. 

In shox-t, Flynn defines fascism 
by making a list of the things 
which happen to be more or less 
common at this moment, to the 
govex-nments of Germany, Italy 
and the United States. Thus is ex- 
plained his emphasis on budgetary 
matters including, of course, the 
large expenditux-es which the war 
has forced on us. 

Can’t See Democracy 
“Why does an apparently in- 
telligent man, with a long reputa- 
tion as a journalist, wi'ite such 
things?” is the question one begins 
asking himself along toward page 
200 of “As We Go Marching.” 

The answer is exactly the same 
as to the question why John Flynn 
and others like him devoted their 
energy to building up the America 
Fix'st Committee, in 1940-’41, with 
the terrible result of giving extra 
time to our Nazi enemies. 

The trouble is that most of 
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these people have failed to work 
out any real concept of the basic 
differences between democracy and 
the totalitarian forms of society. 

We searched the pages of “As 
We Go Marching” in vain, for any 
adequate definition of democracy — 
fa r less a suggestion as to how to 
achieve it. In the index, on page 
266, occurs the one and only per- 
tinent entry, as follows: “Demo- 
cracy, a loose term, 5.” 

Here, we are ensitted to suspect, 
lies the key to Mr. Flynn’s opposi- 
tion to all the purposes of the ad- 
ministration and to his intran- 
sigent isolationism as an America 
Firster. 

Until a citizen has defined in his 
own mind a concept of right, and 
a really working belief in demo- 
cracy as a meaningful force in the 
world, he is not qualified to com- 
pare it with such dark forces as 
fascism and Nazism. In fact he 
lives in grave danger of being 
seduced by the apologists for these 
dark forces — or at least, — of givin

to friendly comment upon one part 
of Mr. Flynn's other book about 
the President, “County Squire in 
the W hite House.” The adjoining 
column was devoted to praise of 
Mr. Lindbergh. Dr. Auhagen our 
readers will recall,, is now at Ellis 
Island waiting deportation to 'Ger- 
many, and his colleague in found- 
ing the “Forum,” George Sylvester 
Vierecfc, has since gone to jail for 
violation of the Enemy Alien 
Registration Act.

Francis Martel. E. P. Dutton. $2.50 
For the historically minded who 
. “ k e to have the “facts” in then- 
libraries, easy of access and in 
readable and understandable form 
PETAIN, VERDUN TO VICHY 
offers a valuable item. The book, 
like all too-contemporary docu- 
ments is, as the publishers admit, 
‘charged with emotion” but it is 
a forceful indictment of the man 
M. Mai-tel regards as the “great- 
est traitor in the history of 
France.” 

There is not only an able marsh- 
aling of the facts which prove Pe- 



tain’s fall from the honor and in- 
tegrity which was his in World 
War I to the ignominy which un- 
doubtedly is his in World War II, 
but thex-e is in addition an excel- 
lent portrait of the defeatist who 
hated democracy. 

How Hitler’s emissaries, to 
whom a psychological dossier is al- 
ways as useful as a war-map, 
played on the Marshal's hatreds, 
fears and ambitions, is also a vivid 
pai-t of this fascinating stoi-y, and 
the “strange mystery” of why Ger- 
many did not attack England in 
1940 is given a most plausible 
theoi-y. 

With a great passion for this 
“clearing of mysteries” the author 
also explains why he thinks Hess 
went to England and why Hess’ 
mission failed. Of course the au- 
thor’s conclusions are always open 
to dispute, but his argument is 
cogent, clear and interesting. The 
book will outlast many of its con- 
temporaneous attempts to explain 
France’s behavior in the war.

five persons among thirty indicted 
in January fox- sedition and pre- 
pared to hear motions attacking the 
indictment. The defendants are 
charged with conspiring with 
agents of the German government 
to set up a Nazi form of gevern- 
ment in the United States. 

Those entering pleas of innocent 
were Gerhard Wilhelm Ivunze, 

I former national leader of the Ger- 
man American Bund; August 
Klapprott, deputy Bund leader; El- 
lis O. Jones, co-organizer of the 
Friends of Progress; Peter Stah- 
-enbei-g, publisher of «>“The Na- 
tional American," and William 
Dudley Pelley, Silver-Shirt leader. 

Justice Eicher directed a plea of 
innocent for Robert Noble, co-or- 
ganizer with Jones of the Friends 
of Progress. 

Besides the defendants arraigned 
on Febrhary 7th the following 
were present: George Sylvester 

Viereck. H. Victor Broenstrupp. 
Herman Max Schwinn. Lawrence 
Dennis and Elizabeth Dilling. 
When Mrs. Dilling appeared at the 
courthouse she showed newspaper 
men a false mustache and a badge 
displaying the words, “I Am a 
Spy,” she carried in her purse. 
She said she was “getting tired 
of the government’s baseball 
tame.” .

Germans Now Try to Win 
Peace, Vansittart Warns 
Lord Vansittart, a bitter op- 
ponent of Germany, declared in 
London on Jan. 23rd that the 
Germans were interested in win- 
ning the peace now that they 
were beginning to see that they 
could not win the war. Address- 
ing a meeting of the Win the 
Peace Movement, of which he is 
President, Lox*d Vansittart said: 

“The Germans think that they 
have a chance of winning the 
peace. It is very easy to see al- 
ready on what lines they are pro- 
ceeding. Their first line is sim- 
ply an extension of the one that 
they exploited with such divi- 
dends after the lart war— that 
they were not responsible for it. 

“The second line is the sug- 
gestion that just around the cor- 
ner is waiting the ideal German 
democracy and that, if we are 
going to give it a chance of grow- 
ing to its full beauty, we should 
impose no terms on it which 
would handicap it. Neither of 
these excuses is valid.”
